^tomey G. Wray Gill, speak- 
iiif for Deslatte, said Deslatte 
attached no important to the 
two men's questions about 
trucks they wanted to purchase 
on behalf of "Friends of Cuba," 
until after the assassination. 

The Wanen Commission re- 
port said Oswald left New Or- 
leans Sept, 25, 1963, two months 
before the assassination, a n d 
never returned. 

Gill said, Deslatte told the 
FBI about the conversation with 
the two men and that was the 
last he had heard about it until 
■ now. 

GILL SAID Deslatte had been 

■ subpoenaed to appear in Gar- 
, liscm's office Monday and he did 

■ appear. Following that session, 

■ a grand jury subpoena was is- 
i sued Tuesday. Deslatte is to 

testify May 10, when the jury 

next convenes.
